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AIX-LA-CHAPELLE, Oct. 24 () 
Half a dozen persons were kille) and 
scores wounded as the loyalists re- 
zained possession of Aix-la-Chapelle. 
The movement to oust thé setession- 
ists from the government buflding, 
which began to take form Monday 
night. had gained strength by Tuesday 
morning, and before noon some of the 
Separatists who had been in the struc- 
ture were attacked by the crowd. 

Their comrades in the building came 
to the rescue, seized a number of 
motor trucks and drove through the 
streets, firing right and left into the 
throng. 

Belgian troops arrived on the scene, 
clearing the streets and driving the 
Separatists back to their last remain- 
ing stronghold. 

After a semblance of order had 
been restored Police Commissioner 
Wilhelm Buhr went to the Government 
building, In which only 40 Republic. 
ans, commanded by Leo Deckers. 
were fortified, and gave the invaders 
until 3 o'clock in the afternoon to

in order that no useful activity may be 
starved for lack of money. The prob- 
lem of finance is not simply one of Keep- 
ing down expenses, but of getting wise, 
far-seeing and “efficient use of public 
funds, ah 

Yesterday a variety of important 
subjects were taken up, ranging from 
juvenile delinquency which Frederick 
P. Cabot, judge of the Boston Juvenile 
Court, discussed to the general sub- 
ject of the historical development of 
politica] parties in the United States 
on which Dr. Edward Ely Curtis, as- 
sociate professor of history at, Welles- 
ley College, read a paper. Judge 
Cabot startled his audience somewhat 
when he declared that, in his opinion, 
it often was better to keep a_delin- 
quent child-with its own family, no 
matter how worthless the parents may 
be (even in cases of drunken parents), 
than to take the child awd@y and place 
him in a so-called good family. He 
mentioned a case where he had sent 
a child back to a family atmosphere 
that seemed impossible and found that 
after the child had been inspired with 
a new purpose and appreciated the 
conditions, that the loyalties released 
in him whighseuid only have heen re- 
leased in his own home, had virtually 
rebuilt the family. 

Dr. Cabot believes strongly that 
loyalty or rather the loyalties to home, 
to neighbors, to church and the com- 
munity, are the bases upon which 
social workers and the courts must 
build in the reshaping of character. 
He emphasized that over 50 per cent 
of juvenile deligquency was due to 
nee disability and in such cases 
he court directed first that the dis- 
ability be corrected. Another im- 
portant reason for delinguency, he 
asserted, was “the lack of adequate 
outlet for the child’s activity and in- 
terests.” ; 

There is only one way to correct this, 
and that is to say to the community: 
“It is your duty to give them an ade- 
quate outlet, and, failing to pfovide 
this, it is your fault that the law breaks 
down.” 

Dr. Curtis read a paper on the his- 
tory of our political saieien in’ which 
he pointed out Lord Bryce’s analysis 
of the two permanent tendencies in 
our American political history. 

One of these is the or position between 
a centralized and localized government, 
between those who believe that the bulk 
of power should be vested in\the na- 
tional government and those who be- 
lieve that it should he vested“in the 
-states. The other is ‘the opposition be- 
tween the love of order and the love 
of liberty—between those who, struck 
by the weakness, the folly, the. selfish- 
ness of man, desire to see. him: guarded 
by wise heads and restrained by strong | 
hands, and those whg, thinking better 
of human nature and holding the im- 
pulses of the ave geen ae gener- 
ally toward Sustice aid peace, are dis- 
posed to leave the individual alone and 
intrusts the masses with power, .. , 
The ideal of Hamilton was the hive.

Expands to Basement 


Room for 225,000 Books Found 
Under West Wing 


* Discovered, in the Massachusetts 
State Holtise, a room adequate to hold 
226,000 books! . 

With its already 410,000 yolumes the 
state library has -been gradually 
spreading out. Stacks ve * been 
erected upstairs and down, in any con- 
venient eubbyhole. Taxed by many 
law students, the ng room of the 
library has heen tantly over- 
crowded. . ' 

Recognizing \thaf the value ‘of the 
Massachusetts State Library has 
hardly a superior’ in its field, many 
citizens have urged new quarter? for 
it. The suggestion that it be in- 
corporpated in a new building to house 
the Supreme Judicial Court of, the 
Commonwealth was advanced, and is 
embodied in an order from the Legis- 
lature to the Commission on Adminis- 
tration and Finance to investigate the 
feasibility of such a bullding. 

Having . the iapship of the 
bommonweattt’s > tse strings, the 
commission suggested that it might 
well be a first stép to determine 
whether the State House area has 
been exhausted. A tour was made. 
Down under the west wing was found 
a large basement room, used now for 
the storing of odds and ends. This 
room was assigned to the state 
library, much to the delight of 
Edward H. Redstofie. 

In the new repository stacks will 
be erected and changes made &t a 
cost of not more than $50,000.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24—While agri- 
culture prices have been rising lately, f 
the commoditiés the farmer buys 
has been pping. Thus,the farmer's 
dollar has beep increasing in purchas- 
ing power, but the purchasing power 
of the city man’s dollar is less than his 
brother in the agricul pm region, ac- 
cording to data collected by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. The 
survey shows that prices received by 
the farmers in the last 12 months, have 
risen more than 20 per cent. 

The purchasing power of the farmer's 
dollar tn January was 68 per cent of 
its pre-war: value; in February, 69 per 
cent; in March, 69 per cent; April, 70 
per dent, and May, 71 per cent. Th 
purchasing power of the-dollar of the

400,000,000 pounds additional copper 
per _ annum, compared with 10 years 
ago, as a result of the big production 
of properties in South America. 

Chile Copper is producing at the 
rate of 196,000,000 pounds copper an- 
nually, Braden about’ 144,000,000, and 
Cerro de Pasco 120,000,000, a total of 
460,000,000 pounds. Ten years ago 
Cerro de Pasco was turning out 44,000,- 
000 pounds, and Braden 138,000,000, a 
total of 62,000,000. Chile a not pro- 
ducing in_1913. 

In addition to the increaned supply 
coming, from South America, the situ- 
ation in Europe has been holding down 
*|consumption there. Imports from other 
sections also have been keeping up, 
being estimated at about 75,000,000 
pounds a month, or. at the annual rate 
of 900,000,000 pounds, compared with 
actual imports of ly .approximately 
405,000,000 in 1913. 

Exports of copper are at the rate of 
70,000,000 pounds a month, or 840,000,- 
000 per annum, imports exceeding ex- 
ports by 60,000,00 pounds, whereas in 
1913 exports were 857,000,000 pounds, or 
more than twice the imports.

LONDON, Oct. 12—The recently pub- 
lished Lloyds Register Returns of the 
shipbuilding in progress throughout the 
world is not encouraging. reading, but 
there is one bright spot, and that is the 
ever-increasing amount of motor-driven 
ships being built. At this time. last 
years the motor tonnage under con- 
struction was 126,437 tons. 

At the present time, when a period of 
great depression overhangs the ship- 
building trade, there are motor ships 
totaling 254,426 tons in process of build- 
ing. Of these 49 vessels, 11 are between 
4000 and 5900 tons, nine from 56000 to 
6000, nine from 6000 4o 8000, and two 
over 20,000 tons. 

The percentage of motor to steam- 
driven ships building in Great Britain 

and Ireland is 24% per cent. In Sweden, 
where the motor has long been in 
favor, motor ships under construction 
far outnumber the steamers. 

Denmark: has 18,000 tons odd of 
motor ships out of a total of 28, 000, 
and Germany has a quarter of her 
building tonnage motor driven. Evéry- 
thing points to a growing appreciation 
ofthe ultimate economy of the internal 
combustion drive.

A Monument to Carlyle 
For our own part, having read the 


first volume of Mr. Wilson’s Carlyle,. 


we are glad that he brushed aside his 
advisers and decided to raise a colos- 
sal monument of Carlyle, for either 
_ that or nothing was wanted. We have 
a number of brief biographies of the 
giant; and he was at all times so 
eminently readable in what he wrote 
or said that a Boswell such as this, 
with little short of a genius for re- 
search and compilation, candid ant 
yet not without the decencies of reti- 
cence, where reticence is required, 
has been justified in giving himself 
free rein. He observes rather rue- 
fully—and what wonder-—that 60 
‘volumes might have been filled with 
all there was to say about Caflyle, 
and it has taken him 10 years to re- 
duce his collection to a readable size. 
The countiess anecdotes of the wee 
Tom, under the paternal roof at 
Ecclefechan, give a charming never- 
to-be-forgotten picture of James and 
Peggy Carlyle—surely never § was 
genius blessed with parents more ad- 
mirable, wise and kindly.

France declined. Premier Smuts, also talking in Lowdon 
a long way from home, appeals in earnest form for the 
acceptance of the Hughes proffer. One phrase in Is 
speech compels attention. “I know that negotiations are 
afoot to bring about such a conference, and shall, there- 
fore, refrain from saying any more about it except this: 
I have no reason to think that anv of the powers con- 
cerned would decline to come to such a conference, but | 
am clear in my mind that the absence of one or the other 
power should not prevent the rest from meeting and deal- 
ing with the situation to the best of their ability.” The 
Washington dispatch from Mr. F. W. Wile, one of the 
Monitor's special correspondents, as well as a recent semi- 
official statement which cannot be directly quoted, seems 
to give added force to the implication in Premier Smuts: 
Statement. | 

The United States would not be the mrssing power. 
President Coolidge has declared that the Hughes offer 
still stands. Mr. Harvey further remarked: ‘We are 
willing to come in, as the saying is, but surely we cannot 
he expected to smash in the door.” 

Not the United States, but France, is recalcitrant anid 
all the chorus of faworable comment upon the Hughes 
proposition. No official word has come from France save 
Poincaré’s curt expression of some months ago that the 
Versailles Covenant in itself provided for a reparations 
commission. If the Smuts hint, therefore, is to be taken 
seriously, it must be with France that “negotiations are 
afoot.” Negotiations with any other power are futile. 
Some moral effect might attach to # conference with 
France missing, but it would be slight. Not only are the 
French masters of the military situation, but their .tust 
and undeniable priority of ‘interest in the reparations 
claims would make the findings of a commission which 
they repudiated largely valueless. 

We hope, we believe all the civilized world hopes, 
that France will use the material and moral power that 
now is hers for the furtherance of permanent peace. It 
would ill beseem any American spokesman to condemn 
hastily or unqualifiedly the present French attitude. Tor 
France accepted the Versailles Treaty with the distinct 
understanding that it was to be accompanied by a treaty 
entered into by both the United States and Great Britain 
for the protection of I*rance against future aggression. 
Neither of these two nations fulfilled its promise. De- 
serted by her allies, Francé is seeking, in her own way, the 
protection they denied. It may be a way they disapprove, 
but are they in any position to denounce it? It may be 
a method full of menace’to the future of Europe, but 
who shall say that it was not the one course left open to 
the French Government? ‘There are those, like President 
Masarvk of Czechoslovakiaa who hold that the menace 
is vastly exaggerated, and that a shifting of the political 
center in Germany, rather than a break-up of that Nation, 
is the probable result. au 

But while the clash of tongues and of rival opinion 
goes on it is well to remember that just one Nation has 
the power to make the Hughes proposition effective, and 
that is France. Are those who desire French acquies- 
cence going about it in the right way when they ascribe 
to that Nation complete indifference to the interests of 
the rest of Europe, and a passion for militarism which 
makes peace impossible ?

Jooking 
backward a half-century or less it seems that the home 
of that period was better equipped, morally and intellec- 
tually, for its own defense than is the home of today. 
Perhaps the contrast is greater because of the apparently 
larger influence for evil which is arrayed against the 
home now. 

To those who dwell in the cities it may seem that the 
home, as an institution, has lost much*of its adhesive 
quality. But let the apprehensive one go, if he will, into- 
the country and into the villages. There he will find 
more frequently the closer home relations maintained. 
If the skeptic still doubts, let him go, 6f an evening when 
darkness falls early, into the home of the progressive 
farmer in almost any sectiori of the United States and 
pass a few hours in the family circle. There he would 
find what he sought and what he may have believed did 
not exist. There are millions of such spots in the length 
and breadth of the land. They are the strongest links» 
in the chain that anchors a heedless and somewhat 
thoughtless people to the foundations upon which the 
enduring structure of which. all should be proud has 
been built. 

But the battle is not over. The powers of darkness 
are still waging san unremitting warfare against this 
stronghold. Printing presses are being operated night 
and day in an effort to spread the propaganda of dis- 


content and disobedience. The home is the target ‘at 
which all the darts and arrows of ignorance and vice 
are aimed. The conquest of the cities has not been so 
difficult. Where the mob spirit may be appealed to the 
incendiary laughs at the ease with which he inflames 
public opinion. But he stands amazed, but not dis- 
couraged, as he. observes the fortitude and integrjty of 
the people who have taken time to stop and think, 

There is need that this stronghold of the home he 
safeguarded and defended. With its capitulation there 
could not fail to come social and political chavs. Hn- 
manity takes pride in the modern devices which have 
heen used to multiply careless pleasures and indulgences. 
The temptation has been to neglect, 1f not entirely to 
forget, the simple duties and amenities which testify to 
a realization of the consideration due others. It is not 
old-fashioned to be courteous, sincere, thoughtful and 
unselfish. It is not an indication of weakness to seek 
advice and counsel, or of foolishness to accept and act 
upon them. The home is the forum and theater of true 
civilization, the light of every civilization worthy ot 
the name. ~ | 
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PREMIER MACKENZIE KiNG of Canada is on sound 
eround in urging conciliation as the effective method ot 
settling international questions. 
The success of the International 
Joint Commission in dealing

So far, the work of the commission has been ‘con- 
fined to questions relating to the international waterwavs.

It is an inspiring 
example of confidence .in law and justice, when two 
nations agree to refer for decision “any questions or mat- 
ters of difference” involving, not only “obligations or 
interests,” but even involving “rights,” to a joint cominis- 
sion.to be settled by methods of conciliation. 

While the Iffernational Joint Commission is made 
up of three citizéns of the United States and three of 
Canada, the Canadian commissioners are appointed by 
the British Government. ‘They are, of course, nominated 
by the Dominion Government, but they have the status 
Which the British connection confers upon them. Canada 
is aware of the benefit that comes to, the Dominion 
through the British connection. Thete should be no 
difficulty in extending the scope and raising the status of 
the International Joint Commission. It may well become 
the working model for other nations.

as to regulate the location of billboards. It is claimed 
that there is greater demand and greater need of this 
advertising in Massachusetts than in any other state. It 
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was not made apparent, however, that there is less-op 
sition by the people of the State in general to the c 
tinuing infliction of the billboard abuse upon them than 
py* people elsewhere. Evidently popular approval or 
disapproval of the methods followed is something that 


does not concern those interested so long as they can 


induce a favorable interpretation of the law. permitting 
them to disfigure, without regard to the common fight, 
the landscape along streets, parkways, ‘and country 
highways. ae 

‘The proposal of the Massachusetts authorities to 
limit these signboards to a standardized size, to be fixed 
after hearings, is opposed by those national and local 
organizations which have for years contested all reason- 
able efforts to assert the rights of the public in respect 


to the erection and maintenance of billboards. It is inter- 


esting to note that, whereas the plan outlined proposes 
to limit. the height of these signboards to four feet and 
their length to eight feet, as well as to prescribe their 
frequency and location, it is insisted by the opponents 
of this plan that the use of large boards, some fourteen 
feet in height and fiftv feet in length, is necessary to a 
proper display of the commodities advertised. It is in-

But all are inclined to be- 
lieve that they will be expected, if they indulge in any 
ot the exploited Cr mmodities, to contribute to the cost 
of the structures which Sbstruct their view of the very 
things they travel about to see.. The right insisted upon 
to obstruct the view of an unsightly clothesline in the 
city or suburbs presupposes an equal right to hide the 
view of a pasture brook or of a hillside along the highway. 


ABove the subdued noises of the citv, in the darkness 
which is more noticeable, in spite of the glare of street 
lamps, when the — scurrving 
wheels of traflic are almost 
silenced for a few hours before

A warning 
uttered in another note may cause a momentary breaking 
of the ranks and a quick resort to “open formatian,” the 
better to avoid some apprehended peril. But a reassuring

There is weird music in the orderly flight of the 
geese. It is best heard on the prairies, by the light of 
the October moon. The absence of lights and noises 
seems to lull the voyagers mto a happy conversational 
mood. One imagines, as he listens, that some are talking, 
while others, almost asleep although in easy flight, return 
hardly audible answers. Perhaps some former captain 
of the flock is recounting, asyveterans sometimes do, his 
experiences on an earlier journey. 
he has grown garrulous, and that some-of his compan- 
ions, at least, have become wearysgf his chatter. Possi- 
bly. the younger members of the party. are complaining 
because no word has been said about supper or a camping 
place where they may rest and refresh themselves. They 
have not learned that there 1s a tradition among their 
elders that it is safer to move torward by night. 

One abroad at sunrise at this season may, if fortu- 
nate, discover thie “travelers reposing or feeding 6n the 
shore of’ some sheltered lake... But they cannot be taken 
entirely by surprise.. The word indicating the stranger's 
approach has been passed.from a sentinel posted at a 
point of vantage near the shore to guard against just 
such an emergency.

Building the New China

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THe sunshine gf a December morning came through. the 
windows to light up a bare room in the main hall of Pekine 
National University, where a little man in brown silk sat 
talking. His thin fingers drummed the edge ot the table as 
he answered the questions of his foreign guest, questions that 
dealt with one of the most fundamental problems ot China- 
the problem of how Western culture might be made of rea! 
service to China. Probably no other man 
where has devoted such time and thought to the problem, or 
is as able to‘deal with it, as was the speaker, tor he was [sat 
Yuan-pei, chancellor of the university and retorm leader since 
the closing vears of the past cenpury. 

Tsai Yuan-pei has been called anti-foreign, and he has beer 
called anti-Christian. He is only pro-Chinese. But he js not 
blindly pro-Chinese. He does believe that Chit 
produced all that is good in the world, and that she 
be better off if she could encase herself in a shell against the 
euter world. He does Believe that China, with he: 
and centuries of self-evolved culture behind her. 
that culture as the base on which to rebuild her partly 
creatness. He would not have’ China seek te@become 
L'nited States of America, or a second England, but he 
have China take what is “best in the West and assiduously u 
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“it in the-construction of a modern Asiatic state. 


“When we borrow from Western civilization,” he said 
“we must’ borrow methods and not finished products. Man 
methods which have proved efficient in. the West will prove 
equally efficient in China, but it must never be forgotten that 
we are dealing with Chinese materials. The sculptor ot 
Carrara marble will produce a beautiful image; so will the 
carver of jade. But the marble statue and the one of jade will 
not be the same. Both are beautiful, beth may be perfect. 
both have been created by the same ,methods, but each is 
ditterent.”’ 
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A tew days previously there had been a report that Marshal 
‘Tsao Kun, then dominant in the political arena of Peking. 
had: launched a condemnatory telegram against the réturned 
students of China. Marshal Tsao had pleaded for a return 
to the old school official, the official whe was untainted bv 
the West. “oo many observers of. China, both foreign and 
Chinese, expect too much of -the nation’s returned students— 
expect too much or condemn too greatly. ‘They forget that the 
returned students are bet ene*element inthe civilization of 
modern China, and that these students are poweeless either to 
remake the country, or to do it irreparable harm. Their con- 
tribution goes-in as a part to the upbuilding of a new nation, 
but only as a contributory part, only as the new element of the 
West which is being added to the whole, the bulk of which 
is, and must remain, Chinese. 

“At this time,” said Chancellor Tsai, “the good returned 
student should not enter the service of the Government, but 
should do constructive work in other lines, such as education 
or industry. Neither should the returnéd students remain in 
Peking, ‘byt they should scatter out. through the’ provinces 
as well.” .

-ernment officials. have sought, in slavish imitation, to foist

take has been here. If, instead of taking over bodily such 


. anstitutions, they had used thei training and knewledge to . 


study the political and governmental needs of the Nation, the 
result would have been far more beneficial. “hey learn politi- 
cal science in the West; they return to Chma and apply, not 
their knowledge of methods, but the crystallized results evolved 
by an alien civilization. ‘Thost results have grown from the 
culture peculiar to the West, and the root of a skyscraper 
cannot be successfully placed atop a Chinese temple. 
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Foreigners .fac& the same, major handicap as do many ‘ot 
the returned students—they lack the base of Chinese civiliza- 
tion and culture on which any enduring Chinese structure must 
be reared. It is. impossible for all save the most exceptional 
foreigner to sense Chinese feeling and motivity. He may, 
by dint of long and hard study, acquire a profound knowledge 
of Chinese habits, customs, and institutions, but not one in a 
thousand can ever begome sensitized as is the native-born 
Chinese. . ‘ 

The ‘Chinese, born with this power.of pereeption, who is 


~ sent abroad to study before he he been given a sound Chinese 
{ 


education, is almost certain to blunt it. * Peking University 
professors hold that only 5 pér cent of the Chinese now 
studying abroad will become effective instruments in working 
out the destiny of their motherland when they return. Théy 
seek to introduce the West, not to create the New China. 

“From the standpoint 6f the Chinese.” said the Chancellor, 
“Western culture is essentially a method for studying Chinese 
civilization. We must study it with a view to applying its best 
methods in the reorganization of Chinese society.” “ 

A start has already been made. . The present Republican 
Government of China—inefficient, corrupt, a failure—#® x 
striking illustration of how adopted, and not adapted, civiliza- 
tion is utterly futile. ‘The’ Chinese Renaissance, under ‘the. , 
leadership of Dr. Hu Shih, illustrates the dpposite. Dr. Hu 
has ‘seen the value of a written literature that the people as. 
well as the scholars can read and understand. He has nat been 
contented with the translation of English hterature in Chinese, 
but has wwitten Chinese stories, even composed Chinese poetry, 
in the language of the street. He has seen the advantage 
of a simple alphabet, but he has not triéd to force China to 
adopt the a, b, c of the West, but has simplified Chinese 
characters into a phonetic alphabet that is China’s own:

“There is no open opposition to our theory now,” sasl 
Dr. Tsai, “but it is a slow procets. Difficulties arise frors 
the conditions by which we are surrounded. We have reo r- 
ganized our department of philosophy, dut we have neither 
enough books nor teachers who have been properly traine:d. 
We need leaders and we need assistants. The introduction of 
a°card system is useless if those -in whose hands. it is placed 
are ignorant of how to use it.” | 

The influence of the little group is, however, already being 
felt in China. “We should send students abroad,” he said, 
“but only after they have first acquired Chinese culture, in 
order to get more teachers. When they return, they should 
stay in China, for it is possible to reach thousands at home, 
where only hundreds can be sent to the West for their 
training.” 

It is at Peking National University, under the leadership 
of Chancellor Tsai Yuan-pei, that this. experiment is being 
worked out. Himself a Liberal leader for several decades, 
the head of the university is considered by those unde: him as 
the most able man in China to conduct the experiment. His 
teachers respect and love him. Except for a handfyt who are 
subject to outside influence, the students age ready to follow.
